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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Mr.  Morton's  Gift 

THE  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new 
building  to  contain  class  rooms,  has 
been  most  heartening  to  the  alumni 
and  to  other  friends  of  the  college 
generally.  As  was  stated  in  the 
press  at  the  time  that  the  gift  was 
announced,  this  is  the  largest  in- 
dividual gift  ever  received  by  the 
college. 

With  the  large  increased  enroll- 
ment, such  a  building  was  the  great- 
est present  need  of  the  institution. 
The  gift  is  the  more  appreciated  be- 
cause it  was  made  after  a  careful  in- 
vestigation by  the  donor  of  the 
character  of  the  work  which  the 
college  is  doing,  as  well  as  a  personal 
inspection  of  its  physical  plant  and 
surroundings.  Not  only  is  the  gift 
of  tremendous  value  in  supplying 
that  which  was  so  greatly  needed; 
but  it  will  be  of  inestimable  value 
in  stimulating  interest  of  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college  every- 
where. Attention  has  been  called  be- 
fore to  the  fact  that  each  year  there 
are  more  and  more  visitors  to  the 
campus.  Many  of  these  are  prospec- 
tive patrons.  Satisfaction  with  the 
institution  as  a  whole  has  often  been 
expressed,  but  often,  too,  the  needs  of  it  have  been  noted 
by  visitors.  There  is  general  rejoicing  that  one  of  the  big- 
gest of  these  needs  has  now  been  met. 

Mr.  Morton's  forbears  went  from  the  County  of  Prince 
Edward,  and  the  name  of  Morton  is  indissolubly  associated 
with  the  college,  many  of  the  name  having  attended  the  in- 
stitution, and  some  of  the  name  having  contributed  to  its 
upbuilding.  No  family  in  this  section  of  the  State  has 
played  a  more  prominent  part  in  its  affairs. 

The  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  alumni  are  extended  to 
Mr.  Morton  for  his  interest  and  generosity;  nor  do  the 
alumni  forget  President  Joseph  D.  Eggleston,  through 
whose  instrumentality  Mr.  Morton's  attention  was  drawn 
to  the  institution. 
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FREQUENT  criticism  is  heard  of  institutions,  both 
public  and  private,  to  the  effect  that  they  are  not 
economically  run;  but  that  there  is 
considerable  waste  and  lack  of 
efficiency. 

Such  a  charge  can  certainly 
not  be  brought  against  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Its  affairs  are  conducted 
with  the  most  rigid  economy  consis- 
tent with  efficient  operation.  Waste, 
if  there  be  any,  is  of  the  most  trivial 
kind.  No  business  or  enterprise, 
large  or  small,  can  be  entirely  free 
from  a  little  waste  here  and  there. 

Not  only  is  this  true,  but  the 
college  lives  within  its  income.  Its 
budget  is  balanced ;  and  this  balance 
is  not  a  mere  matter  of  bookkeep- 
ing, but  expenditures  are  in  fact 
kept  within  receipts  so  that  a  real 
balance  is  shown  at  the  end  of  each 
year.  This  does  not  mean  that  the 
college  does  not  urgently  need  in- 
creased endowment  and  additional 
income;  but  it  is  simply  to  show 
that  expenditures  will  not  be  made, 
however  much  they  may  be  desired, 
until  the  additional  income  is  forth- 
coming or  actually  in  sight,  to  meet 
them. 

It  will  not  be  without  interest 
that  during  the  past  six  years,  when 
institutions,  business  of  all  kinds,  and  individuals,  found 
it  necessary  to  cut  salaries  again  and  again,  there  has 
been  but  one  cut  made  by  the  college,  a  cut  of  ten  per 
cent.  only. 

In  these  uncertain  times  no  one  can  predict  what 
the  economic  situation  will  be  even  in  the  near  future, 
but  carefully  managed  organizations  have  least  to  fear. 
The  very  fact  of  careful  management  gives  a  moral 
advantage  that  the  reckless  spender  cannot  possibly 
have. 

The  alumni  and  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  have 
every  reason  to  be  gratified  at  the  way  the  business  of 
the  institution  has  been  conducted  during  these  trying 
years.

Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr. 

THE  following  sketch  of  Mr  "Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr., 
was  prepared  by  Mr.  Ralph  Robinson,  of  Baltimore, 
an  intimate  friend  of  Mr.  Morton,  at  the  request  of  Presi- 
dent Eggleston : 

Samuel  Packwood  Morton,  Jr.,  is  the  son  of  Samuel 
Packwood  Morton  and  Catharine  Margaret  Wiegel  Mor- 
ton, both  now  deceased,  and  for  many  years  prominently 
identified  with  the  business  and  social  life  of  Baltimore. 

He  was  born  in  Baltimore  in  1870,  and  educated  at  the 
Baltimore  City  College,  and  became  connected  with  the 
coffee  importing  business  in  1890.  His  progress  was  rapid, 
and  in  1900  he  became  a  half -owner  of  a  large  coffee 
importing  firm  here.  He  is  still  active  in  the  importing 
and  roasting  of  coffee,  and  is  the  owner  of  the  Morton 
Coffee  Company.  His  principal  capital  at  the  outstart  was 
a  sound  mind  and  a  sound  body.  The  success  he  has 
achieved  is  the  result  of  a  strict  adherence  to  the  cardinal 
principles  practiced  by  those  who  conduct  their  business 
in  accord  with  the  highest  conceptions  of  honour,  and  no 
concern  in  the  coffee  business  to-day  enjoys  a  higher 
credit  standing. 

Mr.  Morton  is  a  bachelor,  and  makes  his  home  with  an 
unmarried  brother,  Mr.  Frederick  May  Morton.  He  be- 
longs to  Baltimore's  prominent  social  clubs  and  patriotic 
societies,  and  is  a  conspicuous  figure  in  its  business  and 
social  life.  Politically,  Mr.  Morton  is  an  Independent 
Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  Christ's  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  and  has  a  large  circle  of  friends  who  find  him 
well-read,  well-posted  and  a  most  genial  companion. 
His  hobby,  if  any,  is  his  maintaining  the  high  standing  in 
commercial  circles  which  his  firm  enjoys,  and  the  reputa- 
tion of  its  products. 


Morton  Hall  is  to  be  a  memorial  to  Captain  John 
Morton,  his  great-great-grandfather,  one  of  the  founders 
of  Hampden-Sydney.  One  of  Captain  John  Morton's  sons, 
Nathaniel  Morton,  moved  to  Baltimore  and  engaged  in 
the  shipping  business.  He  married  Sarah  Copeland,  and 
upon  his  death  the  widow,  Mrs.  Nathaniel  Morton, 
married  Benjamin  Williams.  By  the  first  marriage  there 
were  George  Copeland  Morton,  who  married  Mary  Ann 
Packwood,  of  New  Orleans,  and  Adelaide  Morton,  who 
married  David  Stewart.  By  her  second  marriage  there 
was  one  child,  Susan  May  Williams,  who  married  Jerome 
Bonaparte,  who  was  the  son  of  Napoleon's  brother  and 
Betsy  Patterson. 

Mrs.  George  Copeland  Morton  was  Mary  Ann  Pack- 
wood,  of  New  Orleans.  The  Packwoods  were  sugar 
planters  in  Louisiana  on  a  large  scale,  owning  the  Myrtle 
Grove,  Belle  Chasse  and  Scarsdale  plantations.  Her 
brother,  Theodore  Packwood,  was  a  partner  of  Judah  P. 
Benjamin,  well  remembered  as  a  member  of  Jefferson 
Davis's  Cabinet.  It  was  Mr.  Packwood,  of  the  firm  of 
Benjamin  &  Packwood,  who  produced  the  first  pure  cane 
sugar  in  this  country  by  chemical  processes  on  the  Belle 
Chasse  plantation. 

When  Mr.  Morton  was  approached  as  to  why  he  makes 
this  benefaction  of  Morton  Hall  to  Hampden-Sydney,  he 
gave  the  following  reasons : 

First :  His  desire  to  honour  a  much  neglected  ancestor, 
who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Hampden-Sydney; 

Secondly:  The  obligation  which  he  has  always  recog- 
nized himself  to  be  under  to  the  merchants  of  Virginia, 
who  encouraged  and  helped  him  in  the  early  stages  of  his 
business  career; 

Thirdly,  and  lastly,  but  not  least,  Dr.  Eggleston,  who 
presented  the  appeal  of  Hampden-Sydney  with  great 
dignity  and  ability.

Fred  Burnett 
Rhodes  was 
bom  at  McDon- 
ough,  Maryland, 
October  5,  1875. 
He  attended  the 
public  schools  of 
Washington,  D.  C. 
At  the  age  of  17 
he  moved  to-  Green 
Bay,  Virginia,  and 
entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  from  there 
in  the  fall  of  1893. 
At  college  he  stud- 
ied, played  base- 
ball, and  declaimed, 
winning  the  Fresh- 
man Medal  for  ex- 
cellence in  decla- 
mation. 

After  leaving 
college,  Mr.  Rhodes 
entered  the  govern- 
ment service  and 
while  so  employed 
studied  law  at 
George  Washing- 
ton University.  He 
continued  there  his 
activities  in  foren- 
sics,  representing 
the  University  in  a 
debate  with  theUni- 
versity  of  Virginia. 

In  the  govern- 
ment service  he  rose 
to  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of 
the  United  States 
Treasury  Depart- 
ment, being  the 
youngest  man  to 
hold  that  office. 
After  passing  the 
examination  for  the 
bar,  he  resigned  his 
government  work 
and  entered  upon 
the  private  practice 
of  law.  This  was  in 
1905. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War,  Mr.  Rhodes  en- 
listed in  naval  aviation  and  received  a  commission  as 
ensign  in  that  branch  of  the  service.  As  an  officer  he 
was  distinguished  for  his  efficiency  and  high  quality  of 
morale. 

In  1899,  Mr.  Rhodes  was  married  to  Miss  Florence 
Shuffle  and  to  them  were  born  the  following  children: 
Miriam  Anna  (Mrs.  Jefferson),  Cooper  B.,  Wallace  H., 
and  Fred  B.,  Jr.  He  has  an  eight  year  old  grandson,  Louis 
Jefferson,  Jr.,  who  has  already  been  entered  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. 


This  distin- 
guished alumnus  is 
the  senior  member 
of  the  law  firm  of 
Rhodes,  Borchardt, 
Rhodes  and  Bran- 
denburg ;  is  Presi- 
dent of  the  Central 
Title  and  Insurance 
Company;  is  Presi- 
dent of  the  Fidelity 
Building  and  Loan 
Association.  Both 
of  these  organiza- 
tions are  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  He  is 
a  member  of  the 
Sigma  Nu  Frater- 
nity and  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  has 
been  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Temple  Bap- 
tist Church. 

Mr.  Rhodes  is 
President  of  the 
Washington  Chap- 
ter of  the  Hamp- 
den-SydneyAlumni 
Association.  He  is 
warm  in  his  affec- 
tions for  the  Old 
College  and  is  an 
inspiration  to  the 
younger  alumni  so 
many  of  whom  are 
now  located  at  the 
Capital.

Morton,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  had  given  to 
Hampden-Sydney  College  the  sum  of  s$75,000  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  Recitation  Hall. 

When  this  announcement  was  made,  a  scene  followed 
that  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  witnessed  it. 
The  applause  shook  the  building,  and  it  can  be  imagined 
what  response  was  made  by  the  students,  when  the  Cheer 
Leader  called  for  a  Tiger  "that  Mr.  Morton  will  hear  in 
Baltimore!" 
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Riches  of  Another  Kind 

THE  many  friends,  in  this  city,  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  gift  of  $75,000  to  be 
used  for  the  erection  of  a  new  classroom  building.  The 
gift  comes  from  Samuel  P.  Morton,  of  Baltimore,  member 
of  a  family  which  has  been  long  and  honorably  identified 
with  Prince  Edward  County  and  this  section,  as  a  memorial 
to  an  ancestor,  Captain  John  Morton,  soldier  of  the 
French-and-Indian  Wars. 

By  far  the  most  interesting  item  in  the  announcement 
of  the  gift  is  the  statement  that  this  is  the  largest  single 
contribution  received  by  the  college  in  its  160  years. 
While  we  would  wish  for  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  other 
small  Virginia  institutions  of  similar  excellence  all  the  good 
things  which  they  might  desire,  it  is  reassuring  to  know 
that  so  fine  a  college  as  this  has  survived  more  than  a 
century  and  a  half  with  resources  which  can  certainly  be 
described  as  limited. 

The  balance  sheets  of  some  American  universities  and 
colleges  resemble  those  of  large  corporations.  In  com- 
parison the  business  transactions  of  Hampden-Sydney 
for  one  year  might  seem  insignificant ;  indeed  they  are  not 
even  as  extensive  as  those  of  a  single  department  in  many 
institutions.  No  one,  however,  would  venture  to  say  that 
its  excellence  is  proportionate.  Quite  the  contrary,  it  has 
a  tradition  of  achievement  which  defies  evaluation  in  the 
language  so  familiar  to  many  educational  executives. 
Announcement  by  a  college  of  flampden-Sydney's  charac- 
ter that  a  gift  of  $75,000  is  the  largest  single  donation  in 
its  history  should  cause  some  of  its  richer  sisters  to  take 
inventories  of  those  things  which  have  little  connection 
with  endowments,  but  which  nevertheless  have  been  the 
life  blood  of  more  than  one  college.

Memorial  Services  to  Rev.  Jesse 
Scott  Armistead,  D.  D. 

THIS  distinquished  divine  and  beloved  pastor  was  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  Class  of 
1823.  He  had  evidently  studied  theology  under  President 
Moses  Hoge  while  taking  his  college  course;  for  he  is 
listed  as  one  of  the  three  students  in  the  Class  of  1823  in 
the  Union  Theological  Seminary  just  organized  by  Dr. 
John  Holt  Rice.  At  this  time  Dr.  Rice  and  Rev.  Hiram 
P.  Goodrich  were  the  only  teachers  and  Messrs.  Robert 
Burwell  and  Thomas  P.  Hunt  were  the  other  two  members 
of  Dr.  Armistead's  class  in  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Armistead  lived  a  long  and  useful  life,  consecrated 
to  the  service  of  God  and  his  fellowman.  He  was  a  trustee 
of  the  College,  1841-1867,  helping  the  institution  to  live 
through  periods  of  depression,  schism  and  war.  His 
services  were  freely  given  and  were  most  efficient.  For  a 
time  he  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  its 
financial  agent.  He  was  repeatedly  commended  by  the 
Board  for  his  success  in  raising  funds  for  the  endowment; 
at  one  time  he  was  able  to  report  §30,000.00  as  having 
been  secured  by  his  efforts.  During  much  of  this  time, 
1843-1864,  Dr.  Armistead  was  pastor  of  the  Cumberland 
Group  of  Presbyterian  Churches.  Much  beloved  pastor, 
profound  theologian,  gifted  scholar,  and  preacher  of  great 
power  and  compelling  personality,  this  remarkable  man

made  an  impress  upon  his  congregations  which  persists 
to  the  present  time,  long  after  his  death  which  occurred 
May  30,  1869. 

On  October  13,  1935,  the  Cumberland  Congregations 
held  a  Memorial  Service  to  this  man  of  God,  at  Brown's 
Presbyterian  Church.  After  the  regular  morning  pre- 
liminary service,  Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  preached  an  appropriate  sermon; 
then  a  Memorial  Tablet  to  Dr.  Jesse  Scott  Armistead  was 
unveiled  by  some  of  the  good  doctor's  great-great-grand- 
children, children  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Blanton  and  Dr.  H.  W. 
Blanton  his  great-grandsons,  and  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  C.  A.  Blanton,  grandson  of  the  old  pastor.  In  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day  service  was  held  in  the  Church 
by  Dr.  J.  Blanton  Belk,  of  Richmond. 

When  we  remember  the  helpful  loyalty  of  Dr.  C.  A. 
Blanton,  our  honored  Trustee,  and  of  his  sons — ever  ready 
to  spend  and  be  spent  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney— we  feel  that  the  mantle  of  the  ancestor  has 
fallen  upon  the  descendants  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generations. 


"To-Day  and  Yesterday  in  the 
Heart  of  Virginia" 

THIS  is  the  title  of  a  remarkable  book  recently  pub- 
lished by  The  Farmville  Herald.  It  is,  in  part,  a  re- 
print of  the  edition  of  this  paper  of  March  29,  1935.  It 
is  a  volume  eleven  inches  by  eight  inches,  bound  hand- 
somely in  cloth  and  printed  on  fine  paper.    There  are  427 
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pages,  including  an  index.  There  is  a  three-fold  division — 
Help  for  the  Present,  Honor  for  the  Past,  Hope  for  the 
Future. 

Between  the  covers,  many  contributors  have  told  the 
story  of  the  past  of  the  Counties  of  Buckingham,  Cumber- 
land, and  Prince  Edward  and  have  set  forth  present  con- 
ditions and  future  prospects  The  content  of  the  book  is 
so  rich  and  varied  that  no  brief  review  can  give  an  ade- 
quate idea  of  its  value. 

The  political  and  economic  history  of  Buckingham, 
Cumberland,  and  Prince  Edward  is  given  in  extenso  by 
Messrs.  William  Shepard,  G.  E.  Hopkins,  and  H.  C. 
Bradshaw,  respectively;  the  old  homes  of  these  counties 
are  described  by  the  Editor,  J.  Barrye  Wall;  the  Religious 
History  of  the  section  is  written  in  great  detail  and  with 
meticulous  accuracy  by  President  Eggleston  for  the 
Presbyterians,  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Bugg  for  the  Episcopalians, 
by  H.  E.  Cromer  for  the  Methodists,  by  H.  C.  Bradshaw 
i  for  the  Baptists,  and  by  R.  E.  Haase  for  the  Lutherans. 

Senator  R.  K.  Brock  writes  of  Chancellor  Taylor  and 
his  great  Law  School  at  Needham;  Miss  Sallie  B.  Dickin- 
son tells  of  "Longwood"  and  of  Kingsville;  outlines  of  the 
history  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  of  the  State 
Teachers'  College  are  given  by  others.  Interesting  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  various  important  men  are  written 
by  Dr.  W.  B.  Blanton,  Dr.  Jeffers,  Principal  Pervall  and 
others.  Secretary  Walker  tells  the  story  of  the  rise  and  fall 
of  the  Old  Courthouse  (now  Worsham) .  The  educational 
advantages,  the  agricultural  opportunities  and  the  com- 
munity organizations  are  treated  in  full  detail. 

This  is  a  unique  idea  of  Mr.  Wall's — a  rare  conception 
splendidly  executed  at  great  expense  and  with  the  outlay 
of  an  astonishing  amount  of  care  and  effort  on  his  part. 
One  wonders  that  so  busy  a  man  could  have  carried  to 
successful  completion  a  piece  of  work  of  such  difficulty  and 
magnitude. 

It  is,  indeed,  an  Opus  Magnum  for  which  readers  of 
to-day  and  research  workers  of  the  future  will  feel  and 
express  deep  gratitude.  Incidentally,  too,  we  venture  the 
prediction  that  the  good  editor  has  "discovered"  in  Mr. 
Herbert  C.  Bradshaw  one  upon  whom  the  mantle  of  the 
late  lamented  Dr.  A.  J.  Morrison  has  fallen.  So  may  it  be !

Hon.  Samuel  McCormick

ONE  of  the  oldest  living  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  is  Hon.  Samuel  McCormick  of  the  Class  of 
1868.  His  home  is  in  Berryville,  Virginia,  the  County  of 
Clarke  having  been  his  place  of  residence  during  the  whole 
of  his  long  and  useful  life. 

Mr.  McCormick  is  the  son  of  Col.  Francis  McCormick 
and  Mrs.  Rosanna  Mortimer  (Ellzey)  McCormick,  and 
he  was  born  at  "Frankford, "  the  home  of  his  parents 
near  Berryville,  a  fine  old  estate  where  the  traditions  of 
"ye  olden  time"  still  survive  and  its  customs  still  prevail. 
His  birthday  was  July  5,  1849;  and  this  fact  caused  con- 
siderable interruption  in  his  education,  as  by  the  time  he 
was  of  school  age  the  "irrepressible  conflict"  had  begun. 
For  a  time  he  attended  the  old  Berryville  Academy,  the 


Dinwiddie  School  at  Greenwood,  Col.  William  N.  Mc- 
Donald's School  at  "Cool  Spring,"  and  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  At  Hampden-Sydney  he  was  first  lieutenant  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  Company — a  home  guard  under  the 
Captaincy  of  President  Atkinson,  which  was  disbanded 
in  great  haste  when  the  tide  of  war  rolled  this  way  a  few 
days  before  the  surrender  at  Appomattox.  In  the  January, 
1929,  issue  of  The  Record,  Mr.  McCormick  wrote  a 
graphic  and  interesting  account  of  his  experiences  at 
Hampden-Sydney. 

When  war's  alarms  had  in  a  measure  ceased,  the  young 
man  attended  the  Law  Schools  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia and  at  Washington  and  Lee  University.  He  was  a 
student  at  Washington  and  Lee  at  the  time  of  General 
Lee's  death  and  was  an  honorary  pallbearer,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Law  Class,  at  the  funeral  of  the  Great 
Southern  Leader. 

On  December  7,  1882,  Mr.  McCormick  married  Miss 
Esther  Maria  Lewis,  whose  parents  were  George  Wash- 
ington Lewis,  of  Clarke  County,  Virginia,  and  Emily 
Contee  (Johnson)  Lewis — daughter  of  the  distinquished 
lawyer,  Reverdy  Johnson,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Of 
this  marriage  there  were  three  children — Emily  Contee 
McCormick,  Mary  Lewis  McCormick  (deceased),  and 
Edward  Lewis  McCormick. 

Though  a  graduate  in  Law  of  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  Mr.  McCormick  never  engaged  in  the  active 
practice ;  but  he  has  led  a  busy  life  in  other  vocations.  He 
has  been  a  successful  farmer,  a  capable  insurance  man,  a

universally  trusted  commission  merchant,  and  finally,  for 
years,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Clarke  County,  Virginia. 
With  the  burden  of  large  interests  upon  him,  this 
genial  gentleman  has  always  given  of  his  time,  his  energy, 
and  his  means  to  the  causes  of  his  Church.  For  a  long 
period  he  has  been  Senior  Warden  of  Grace  Episcopal 
Church,  of  Berryville,  and  he  still  discharges  the  duties  of 
this  office  and  attends  church  regularly.  Failing  eyesight 
has  forced  him  to  retire  from  life's  active  struggle;  but 
with  calm  serenity  of  spirit,  at  his  home  in  Berryville — 
"Four  Winds" — under  the  loving  eye  of  his  daughter, 
the  veteran  lives  in  the  present  with  intelligent  interest  and 
faces  the  future  with  the  poise  of  a  philosopher  and  the 
faith  of  a  christian. 


The  Class  of  '39  Rings  the  Bell

DESPITE  the  prophets  of  ill  omen  who  envisage  the 
decline  of  the  race,  there  seems  to  be  a  cornucopia 
from  which  bumper  crops  of  Freshmen  tumble  upon  us 
annually  with  undiminished  quality.  For  after  twelve 
years  of  testing  Freshman  abilities  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
what  impresses  us  most  is  the  remarkable  uniformity  of 
the  product  we  receive.  If  there  is  a  significant  variation, 
it  is  the  slight  upcurve  of  the  past  four  or  five  years. 

The  Class  of  '39  gives  point  to  the  latter  assertion.  At 
first  we  had  our  doubts  about  them.  For  while  they 
"batted"  the  Faculty  heavily  on  the  first  quarter,  on  the 
other  hand  they  have  run  so  afoul  of  the  irate  Sophomores 
as  to  be  campused  a  record  number  of  times  already.  But 
now  that  we  have  the  "statistical  dope"  on  them,  our 
apprehensions  are  relieved.  Following  a  high-powered 
rushing  season  which  netted  all  but  nineteen  Freshmen 
to  the  seven  competing  fraternities,  or  eighty-two  per 
cent,  of  the  class,  they  stood  a  four-hour  cannonade  of 
psychological  tests  and  came  through  the  ordeal  nobly. 
Incidentally,  it  required  a  staff  of  ten  to  correct  and 
appraise  the  five  different  tests  given  to  each  of  the  105 
new  men. 

With  due  Scotch  caution  we  say  that,  in  point  of 
ability,  this  is  the  best  Freshman  Class  yet.  (But  please 
don't  tell  them.)  Their  median  intelligence  score  is  four 
points  above  the  national  Freshman  average  and  two 
points  above  that  of  6,000  Freshmen  who  have  attended 
one  of  the  best -known  universities  in  the  country.  But 
far  more  significant  is  the  unusually  large  proportion  of 
very  superior  minds  and  the  fewness  of  those  below  the 
established  deadline  (scholastically  hopeless  risks).  The 
Classes  of  '30,  '35  and  '38  should  receive  honorable 
mention  as  close  runners-up  to  the  Class  of  '39,  but  their 
record  is  marred  by  a  large  percentage  of  sub-college  ma- 
terial. This  class,  whose  rat  caps  now  deck  the  campus, 
has  only  five  members  who  are  definitely  not  college 
material.  The  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  class  who  come  to  us 
from  city  high  schools  and  prep  schools  furnish  most  of  the 
brilliant  ones  in  it  but  also,  strange  to  say,  most  of  the 
feeble  intellects  enrolled.  Evidently  it  is  not  only  our 
rural  high  schools  which  perform  those  miracles  at 
graduation  time. 

How  well  are  our  students  prepared  for  college?  The 
two-hour  Achievement  Test  given  this  fall  provides  an 


answer  to  this  for  the  first  time.  The  results  are  encourag- 
ing. The  Class  of  '39  has  a  composite  rating  of  sixty 
percentile  on  the  whole  test.  This  means  that  in  respect 
to  the  basic  skills  and  information  acquired  in  high  school, 
sixty  per  cent,  of  them  equal  or  exceed  the  average  college 
freshman.  On  reading  vocabulary,  they  rate  sixty-six; 
on  reading  comprehension,  forty;  on  mathematical  rea- 
soning, ninety;  on  mathematical  fundamentals,  sixty- 
five;  on  science  information,  sixty-five;  and  on  social 
science  information,  fifty-five  percentile.  In  each  case, 
fifty  per  cent,  would  be  average.  It  can  clearly  be  seen 
then  that  they  are  superior  in  all  but  one  phase  of  high 
school  training.  This  one  serious  weakness  of  our  Fresh- 
men is  their  sad  inability  to  read  English  quickly  and 
understandingly.  This  will  be  the  cause  of  most  of  their 
academic  troubles  from  the  Freshman  year  onward. 

In  testing  personality  traits,  we  were  most  interested 
this  year  in  the  now  famous  division  of  mankind  into 
extroverts  and  introverts,  thought  to  be  the  most  vital  of 
all  temperamental  differences.  The  Colgate  University 
test  which  we  used  indicates  that  our  Freshmen  lean 
definitely  towards  the  introvertive  side.  The  average 
Freshman  here  is  more  introverted  than  sixty-five  per  cent, 
of  college  students  and  about  the  same  degree  more  than 
our  own  upperclassmen  who  are  normal  in  this  respect. 
Specifically,  twenty  of  our  Freshmen  are  extroverts, 
thirty-one  are  introverts  and  fifty-four  are  ambiverts 
(those  combining  both  traits).  The  first  group  being 
distractible  may  have  difficulty  in  concentrating  on  the 
curriculum  but  they  should  furnish  successful  salesmen, 
business  executives  and  public  men.  This  class,  having 
so  many  more  introverts,  may  be  expected  to  turn  out 
more  thinkers,  scholars,  poets,  scientists  and  writers. 

The  same  Religious  Belief  test,  given  last  year,  was 
repeated  this  fall.  Inasmuch  as  collusion  is  impossible,  the 
similarity  of  results  is  startling.  This  Freshman  Class  and 
last  year's  Freshman  Class  both  score  exactly  ninety-two 
per  cent,  on  twelve  fundamental  beliefs  such  as  the 
existence  of  God  and  the  Deity  of  Christ.  On  all  beliefs 
they  score  eighty-eight  per  cent,  and  eighty-seven  per 
cent,  respectively.  This  is  considerably  higher  than 
college  Freshmen  generally.  There  is  one  atheist  out  of 
105  Freshmen  this  year;  none  last  year.  The  Class  of  '39 
are  most  certain  of  the  existence  of  God  (ninety-eight 
per  cent,  belief)  and  least  certain  that  the  world  was 
created  in  six  days  (fifty-eight  per  cent,  belief).  The\ 
have  some  serious  doubts  about  the  reality  of  Hell  and  the 
Devil  and  also  about  the  doctrine  that  ' '  man  is  saved  by 
faith,  not  by  works."  About  eighty  per  cent,  affirm  belief 
on  these  three  points.  In  the  main,  our  Freshmen  who 
represent  seven  or  eight  different  denominations  have 
strong  Christian  beliefs  and  show  little  evidence  of  any 
"latter  day  apostasy." 

A  college  is  selected  more  than  it  selects.  If  the  kind  of 
Freshman  Class  we  receive  represents  the  free  choice  of  the 
public,  then  it  is  evident  that  our  patrons  have  confidence 
first  in  our  piety  and  second  in  our  scholarship.  For  if  our 
Freshmen  excel  those  of  other  colleges  in  the  state  and 
nation,  it  is  most  assuredly  in  these  two  respects  and  in 
this  order.  It  is  our  high  opportunity  to  maintain  this 
reputation  and,  what  is  more  important,  to  live  up  to  it. 
The  splendid  body  of  young  manhood  that  comes  to  us 
deserves  the  very  best  that  we  can  give  them.

FOR  the  first  time  since  Homecoming  celebrations  began 
to  be  held  some  ten  years  ago,  inclement  weather 
descended  on  the  date  this  year,  Saturday,  November 
16th.  But  the  rain,  cold,  and  mud  did  not  dampen  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  alumni,  students,  and  faculty  who 
gathered  in  Mcllwaine  Hall  for  the  annual  Rally.  Robt. 
Dabney  ("Bob")  Bedinger,  '06,  was  the  speaker.  Using 
for  illustration  episodes  of  his  vivid  college,  seminary,  and 
missionary  life,  he  held  every  moment  of  his  audience's 
attention.  The  students  were  particularly  impressed  with 
his  narration  of  the  way  in  which  he  used  his  football 
training  at  Hampden-Sydney  to  help  him  in  trying  ex- 
periences in  the  Belgian  Congo. 

Dr.  Bedinger  was  introduced  by  Letcher  Jones,  Presi- 
dent of  the  student  body.  Secretary  Walker  presented 
Mr.  W.  M.  Kemper,  '01,  President  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. President  Kemper  was  very  happy  in  his  re- 
marks, closing  them  by  calling  on  Letcher  Jones  for  his 
introductory  services.  When  Jones  remarked  that  Dr. 
B.  F.  Bedinger,  Class  of  1875,  was  in  the  audience  to  hear 
his  son,  the  chapel  shook  with  applause.  This  ovation  was 
repeated  when  the  fact  was  recited  that  Dr.  Bedinger 
held  the  all-time  record  for  sending  sons  to  Hampden- 
Sydney — seven.  His  nearest  competitor  is  Patrick  Henry, 
who  sent  six. 

Cheer  Leader  Carleton  Mayes  led  the  students  in  a 
stirring  demonstration  of  organized  cheering;  the  College 
quartette  received  merited  encores;  and  Music  Director 
Hugh  W.  White  closed  the  Rally  with  "Dixie." 

The  alumni  luncheon  was  served  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall  at  which  time  there  was  the  opportunity  for  reunion 
of  classmates  and  other  friends  of  college  days.  By  two- 
thirty  most  of  the  crowd  had  gathered  in  Venable  Athletic 
Field  ("Death  Valley")  for  the  game  with  Swarthmore 
College,  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  While  the  contest 
had  most  unfavorable  weather  conditions  as  a  handicap, 
both  teams  played  with  great  spirit  and  skill.  Coach 
Bernier's  Tigers  were  in  great  shape  and  crowned  the  day 
with  a  fine  13  to  0  victory.  A  thousand  people  sat  in  the 
closely  packed  cars  about  the  playing-field  while  the 
younger  alumni  and  the  students  shivered  on  the  open 
bleachers.  Visitors  were  impressed  with  the  sustained 
cheering  of  the  students  for  their  own  team  and  for  the 
valiant  visitors  from  the  North. 

Friday  evening  and  twice  on  Saturday  the  younger 
alumni  mingled  with  the  student-members  of  the  German 
Club  in  its  opening  dances  at  the  Comity  Club.  The 
music  was  furnished  by  Dave  Burnside  and  his  orchestra.

College  Church  Centennial

DURING  the  fall  meeting  of  West  Hanover  Presby- 
tery in  College  Church,  October  15,  1935,  the  Church 
celebrated  its  centennial  as  a  separate  organization. 

On  October  17,  1835,  meeting  in  Guinea  Church, 
another  daughter  of  Old  Cumberland  Church,  the  Presby- 
tery had  divided  the  latter  congregation,  and  the  part  of 
it  resident  in  Prince  Edward  County  was  organized  as 
Hanover  Church,  with  its  house  of  worship  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Here,  of  course,  regular  services  had  been  held 
from  the  establishment  of  the  College,  the  College  Hall 
being  used  and  the  President  conducting  the  services  as 
one  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  until  1819-20  when  the  first 
church  building  was  erected  and  shortly  afterward  the 
Rev.  John  D.  Paxton  became  the  first  pastor. 

Another  church  having  been  built  in  Farmville  in 
1827-28,  that  part  of  the  Hanover  congregation  which 
worshiped  there  was  organized  as  the  Farmville  Church 
in  1844.  Two  years  later,  the  name  of  Hanover  Church 
was  changed  to  Hampden-Sydney  Church,  and  in  1849 
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the  name  was  changed  again,  and  has  since  been  College 
Church. 

Outgrowing  its  building,  which  stood  on  the  site  of  the 
present  church  but  facing  south,  in  1860-61  the  old  church 
was  replaced  by  a  new  one,  designed  by  Rev.  R.  L.  Dabney, 
D.  D.,  which,  on  account  of  the  intervention  of  the  Civil 
War,  was  not  completed  until  three  or  four  years  after 
the  War.  At  this  time,  Dr.  Dabney  and  the  Rev.  B.  M. 
Smith,  D.  D.,  were  serving  as  co-pastors,  continuing  as 
such  until  1875,  when  the  Rev.  Charles  White,  D.  D., 
became  pastor,  followed  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Mcllwaine, 
D.  D.,  President  of  the  College,  and  the  Rev.  James 
Murray,  D.  D.,  all  now  deceased.  From  1907  to  1917,  the 
Rev.  William  King,  D.  D.,  was  pastor,  and  from  1917  to 
1924,  the  Rev.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  D.  D.,  both  of  whom, 
as  honored  guests  of  the  occasion,  were  in  the  pulpit  with 
the  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  D.  D., 
when  the.  centennial  services  began  on  the  afternoon  of 
October  fifteenth  with  a  devotional  service,  led  by  Dr. 
Gammon. 

Following  greetings  brought  in  happiest  fashion  by 
the  Rev.  R.  G.  Hutcheson,  speaking  for  Cumberland 
Church,  the  mother,  of  which  he  was  then  pastor,  and  by 
the  Rev.  W.  V.  Gardner,  pastor  of  the  Farmville  Church, 
the  daughter,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  T.  Squires,  D.  D.,  of  Nor- 
folk, Virginia,  was  introduced  and  delivered  a  masterly 
address  on  the  historical  background  of  College  Church. 
His  vivid  description  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Davies  before 
the  Council  of  Virginia,  requesting  permission  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  with  his  keen  characterization  of  the  great 
young  preacher  and  of  the  Governor  and  the  "Virginia 
Colonels ' '  whom  he  faced,  was  dramatic  and  unforgettable. 
The  results  of  that  momentous  interview  in  the  labors  of 
Davies  and  his  successors,  and  in  the  contribution  of  the 
churches  they  founded  or  developed  to  the  nation  and  the 
kingdom  of  God,  were  presented  in  a  way  to  stir  and 
inspire. 

At  8 :00  P.  M.  came  the  second  hour  of  the  celebration, 
when,  after  appreciative  and  cordial  words  of  introduction 
and  welcome  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  the  Rev.  B.  R.  Lacy, 
D.  D.,  preached  the  centennial  sermon.  He  drew  a 
graphic  picture  of  world  as  well  as  local  conditions  a 
century  ago  in  both  state  and  church,  and  made  a  deeply 
moving  appeal  for  the  kind  of  Christian  living  and  service 
demanded  by  our  own  times.  It  was  a  fitting  climax  of  the 
celebration,  for  through  it  there  evidently  moved  the 
spirit  not  only  of  gratitude  for  the  blessing  of  God  in  the 
past,  but  also  of  renewed  dedication  to  the  service  of  God 
for  the  future. 


P.  B.  Hill,  '02 

DURING  the  days,  December  8-11,  the  students  of 
the  College  and  the  people  of  the  community  had  the 
privilege  and  good  fortune  of  having  Rev.  P.  B.  Hill,  D.  D. 
in  their  midst.  When  it  was  learned  earlier  in  the  fall  that 
Dr.  Hill  was  to  be  in  Virginia,  the  session  of  College 
Church  joined  with  the  pastor  Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams 
in  extending  an  invitation  to  Dr.  Hill  to  preach  in  College 
Church.  He  came  here  from  holding  a  series  of  services  in 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  a

former  charge  of  his.  The  services  in  College  Church  were 
well  attended  and  the  earnest  messages  were  most  helpful 
to  the  students  and  to  the  regular  members  of  the  con- 
gregation. Dr.  Hill  conducted  the  services  at  chapel  each 
morning  and  many  of  the  students  came  to  him  for  con- 
ferences. They  were  attracted  to  him  naturally  and  he 
had  something  helpful  for  each  one.  His  many  interesting 
and  vital  experiences  in  Korea  and  in  Texas  were  turned 
to  good  account  for  illustrations.  He  has  been  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  San  Antonio  for  thir- 
teen years,  but  his  services  have  been  widely  used  in 
other  parts  of  that  and  other  states. 

He  is  presented  here  in  "toggery"  that  one  does  not 
often  associate  with  preachers.  For  a  number  of  years  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Texas  Rangers,  famous  as  state 
police.  He  is  a  Captain  and  is  regularly  addressed  in 
Texas  as  "Captain  Hill."  He  is  likewise  Chaplain  of  the 
organization  being  the  first  and  only  one  to  hold  such  an 
office.  He  has  the  highest  admiration  for  the  Rangers 
speaking  of  them  as  "hard-riding,  straight-shooting, 
clean-living,  and  God-fearing  men."

Dandridge  Spotswood,  Esq.,  1893,  has  sent  us  a  photostatic 
copy  of  the  Latin  thesis  presented  by  Dr.  John  Blackwood  Strachan 
to  the  Medical  faculty  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  in  part  ful- 
fillment of  the  requirement  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 
This  cop}-  was  made  from  the  original  bound  in  red  morocco  now  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Robert  Boiling  Strachan,  of  Petersburg, 
grandson  of  the  writer.  The  subject  is  "  De  Ciborum  Assimilatione  " ; 
the  Latin  is  good  and  the  treatment  seems  modern,  though  the  thesis 
bears  date  1809.  The  copy  was  made  through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Isaac  T.  Townsend,  vice  president  of  the  Life  Insurance  Company  of 
Virginia.  The  Library  is  grateful  to  Messrs.  Townsend  and  Spots- 
wood  for  their  generous  interest  in  this  matter. 

J.  Barrye  Wall,  '19,  has  given  a  copy  of  "To-day  and  Yesterday 
In  the  Heart  of  Virginia,"  the  new  publication  of  The  Farmville 
Herald,  noticed  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  The  Record,  It  is  a  book 
of  rare  charm  and  value. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Sweets,  D.  D.,  '94,  Secretary  of  the  Minister's  An- 
nuity Fund  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has  sent  us  a  copy  of 
his  recently  published  book  "Planning  The  Good  Life."  His  words 
of  presentation  are  especially  appreciated.  "To  Hampden-Sydney 
College  with  happy  memories  of  the  helpful  days  in  this  great  Insti- 
tution." 

Hon.  R.  K.  Brock  has  given  a  copy  of  his  pamphlet  "  Needham 
Law  School"  Which  has  been  reprinted  from  "To-day  and  Yester- 
day in  the  Heart  of  Virginia." 

Rev.  Samuel  Percy  Hawes,  D.  D.,  '88,  has  presented  to  the 
College  Library  three  books,  which  are  greatly  appreciated. 

One  of  these  is  a  rare,  old  copy  of  ' '  The  Evidence  and  Authority 
of  the  Christian  Revelation,"  by  Rev.  Thomas  Chalmers,  D.  D.,  of 
Glasgow,  Scotland;  published  in  1817.  This  book  was  originally  in 
the  Library  of  the  parents  of  Revs.  William  and  Henry  Brown,  who 
were  born  in  Rockbridge  County,  Virginia,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
19th  Century  and  were  distinguished  in  their  day. 

Mr.  Thomas  Gresham,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  son  of  William 
Abner  Gresham  (In  the  General  Catalogue  as  of  the  Class  of  1859, 
but  who  must  have  belonged  to  the  Class  of  1861)  has  kindly  sent 
to  the  Library  a  copy  of  "The  Gresham  Family."  From  Edward 
Gresham  (1312-1400)  to  Thomas  Gresham  (1923).  This  contained 
an  extended  statement  as  to  William  Abner  Gresham  which  is  in  part 
quoted  under  the  caption  ' '  Old  Alumni  "  in  this  issue  of  The  Record. 

Mrs.  Frank  Allen,  of  Darlington  Heights,  Virginia,  has  presented 
to  our  College  Library  a  program  of  the  annual  celebration  of  the 
Philanthropic  Society  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Wednesday  evening, 
June  9,  1852.  The  two  Junior  orations  on  that  occasion  were  made 
by  Branch  J.  Epes,  of  Nottoway  County,  Virginia,  who  later  was  a 
Captain  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  Commonwealth's  Attorney 
of  Nottoway  County,  and  Judge  of  the  County;  and  member  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention  of  1901-02;  and  by  Richard  Mcllwaine, 
of  Petersburg,  who  later  was  President  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  "Best  Speaker's  Medal "  was  delivered  by  William  A.  Reese, 
of  Dinwiddie  County,  to  Peter  Tinsley,  of  Farmville.  Reese  became  a 
physician  and  died  prior  to  the  Civil  War.  Tinsley  became  an  Epis- 
copal minister;  was  Chaplain  in  the  Confederate  States  Army; 
Chaplain  at  the  University  of  Virginia;  and  died  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

The  Valedictory  Address  was  delivered  by  Isaac  Read,  of  Kana- 
wha. He  was  afterwards  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  and  later 
was  President  of  the  Read  Phosphate  Company,  New  York.  He 
divided  the  first  honor  with  Thomas  Wharey,  later  a  distinguished 
Presbyterian  minister. 

The  Library  appreciates  old  programs  and  old  circulars  of  every 
kind  connected  with  Hampden-Sydney. 

In  connection  with  the  meeting  of  West  Hanover  Presbytery  here 
November  15th  and  16th,  1935,  were  held  exercises  commemorating 
the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  College 
Church  as  a  separate  organization. 

The  historical  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  W.  H.  T.  Squires, 
D.  D.,  '95,  of  Norfolk,  Virginia.  Dr.  Squires  was  at  his  best  in  this 
effort  both  as  to  matter  and  delivery.  He  has  kindly  given  to  the 
Library  a  copy  of  this  interesting  and  valuable  address. 


At  the  meeting  on  November  4th,  of  the  Charlotte  County  Branch 
of  the  Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Virginia  Antiquities,  por- 
traits of  Patrick  Henry,  John  Randolph  of  Roanoke,  Philip  Alexan- 
der Bruce,  and  William  Cabell  Bruce,  were  unveiled. 

These  portraits  were  the  gift  of  Mr.  David  K.  E.  Bruce,  of  Staun- 
ton Hill. 

Among  the  addresses  made,  was  one  of  historical  value,  by  Judge 
Robert  F.  Hutcheson,  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Virginia,  a  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  Class  of  1898.  At  the  request  of  Presi- 
dent Eggleston,  judge  Hutcheson  has  presented  a  copy  of  his  address 
to  our  College  Library,  to  be  placed  in  our  archives. 

Ex-Senator  William  Cabell  Bruce  has  also  presented  to  the 
Library,  at  the  suggestion  of  President  Eggleston,  a  type-written 
copy  and  a  printed  copy  of  his  address  on  Patrick  Henry  and  John 
Randolph.  This  address  is  scholarly  in  content  and  of  literary  charm 
rarely  equaled  even  by  the  distinguished  lawyer.  Mr.  Bruce,  it  will 
be  remembered,  is  the  author  of  a  two-volume  life  of  John  Randolph, 
generally  conceded  to  be  the  best  biography  of  the ' '  Sage  of  Roanoke' ' 
ever  published  and  of  many  other  historical  works.  The  Library  is 
grateful  for  this  additional  proof  of  Mr.  Bruce's  interest  and  goodwill.

The  following  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  are  members  of  the 
Virginia  House  of  Delegates  which  body  is  now  in  session:  W.  W. 
Venable,  '27,  Norfolk;  E.  L.  Breeden,  '26,  Norfolk;  Henrv  B.  Davis, 
'27,  Norfolk  County;  Wm.  H.  Irvine,  '23,  Campbell  County;  Samuel 
D.  Rodgers,  '95,  Petersburg.  Our  single  alumnus  in  the  Senate  is 
Robert  K.  Brock,  '97.  There  is  general  rejoicing  among  his  hosts  of 
friends  that  he  is  sufficiently  recovered  from  a  serious  illness  and 
operation  to  take  up  his  duties  at  the  State  Capital.  He  has  had  a 
tedious  time  of  it  for  two  months,  but  it  is  believed  now  that  his 
general  health  will  be  better  than  it  has  been  for  several  years.  This 
comes  as  good  news  not  only  to  his  loved  ones  but  to  his  constituents 
throughout  District  Nine — Prince  Edward,  Nottoway,  Powhatan, 
Lunenburg,  and  Amelia.  It  is  recalled  that  this  beloved  alumnus 
had  no  opposition  in  the  primary  and  there  were  no  candidates 
against  him  in  the  general  election — an  indication  of  the  high  esteem 
in  which  he  is  held  throughout  the  district. 


Necrology 


Rev.  William  Cabell  Flournoy,  1886,  died  in  Lexington,  Virginia, 
November  19,  1935.  He  was  born  at  "East  Cliff,"  Prince  Edward 
County,  Virginia,  June  5,  1866,  son  of  John  James  and  Lucy  Allen 
Flournoy.  His  parents  died  when  he  was  very  young,  and  he  made 
his  home  with  Col.  J.  P.  Fitzgerald,  of  Farmville.  After  taking  his 
academic  course  at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  studied  Law  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia;  and  later  studied  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Virginia.  He  was  forced  to  give  up  preaching  some  years  ago  on 
account  of  ill-health  and  since  then  has  made  his  home  with  his  son, 
Dr.  Fitzgerald  Flournoy,  professor  of  English  in  Washington  and 
Lee  University. 

Robert  Thatcher,  '80,  died  suddenly  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
December  11,  1935.  He  was  a  native  of  Berkeley  County,  West 
Virginia,  son  of  Jonathan  and  Emily  Thatcher.  He  left  two  children 
— Mrs.  Elsie  Chambers,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  Graham  Thatcher,  of 
Idaho.  His  body  was  buried  in  the  old  Tuscarora  Presbyterian 
Church  in  his  native  county. 

Mrs.  Kate  Bidgood  Davin,  wife  of  Harlow  A.  Davin,  '07,  died 
at  a  hospital  in  Logan,  West  Virginia,  December  24,  1935. 

Mr.  William  S.  Adkisson,  aged  78,  died  at  his  home  in  Halifax 
County,  Virginia,  December  22,  1935.  He  had  been  for  many  years 
prominent  in  the  business,  agricultural,  and  political  life  of  the 
county  and  was  one  of  its  most  influential  and  respected  citizens. 
He  was  the  father  of  William  S.  Adkisson,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1929, 
and  a  relative  of  Morell  S.  Clarke,  '14. 

Mrs.  Bessie  Cunningham  Moore,  widow  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Moore,  '70, 
and  mother  of  John  C.  Moore,  '14,  died  at  her  home  in  Blackstone, 
Virginia,  December  30,  1935. 

Frank  L.  Higdon,  1895,  died  near  Keedysville,  Maryland, 
December  31,  1935.  He  was  a  native  of  Loudoun  County,  Virginia, 
a  useful  Presbyterian  minister.  He  was  buried  in  Charles-Town, 
West  Virginia. 

Charles  Foster  Hardwicke,  died  at  his  home  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, December  19,  1935,  aged  thirty-three  years.  Services  were 
held  at  St.  James  Episcopal  Church  with  interment  in  Hollywood. 


Mr.  John  Richard  Allen  died  at  his  home  at  Felden,  Virginia, 
January  4,  1936.  He  was  the  father  of  John  Henry  Allen,  '10,  a 
deacon  in  College  Church  and  a  useful  member  of  the  community. 

Rev.  Paul  Frederick  Brown,  of  the  Class  of  1872,  died  in  Jackson- 
ville, Florida,  November  11,  1935.  He  was  born  in  Madison,  Indi- 
ana, April  18,  1850.  He  was  licensed  by  Roanoke  Presbytery  in  1875 
and  ordained  in  1880.  He  retired  from  active  work  some  years  ago 
and  since  then  had  made  his  home  in  Jacksonville. 

Rev.  Thornton  S.  Wilson  died  at  his  home  at  News  Ferry,  Vir- 
ginia, November  30,  1935.  He  was  known  as  "The  Bishop  of  Hali- 
fax, "  having  been  pastor  of  the  Oak  Level  Group  of  Churches  for 
fifty-four  years.  Besides,  he  had  done  much  other  work  connected 
with  the  various  phases  of  Presbyterian  activity.  Dr.  Wilson  was 
the  father  of  Dr.  Archibald  Alexander  Wilson,  '17,  and  of  Frank 
Douglas  Wilson,  '19.    He  had  served  his  day  and  generation  well. 

George  Fitzgerald,  '99,  died  at  the  home  of  his  brother,  Cabell 
F."  Fitzgerald,  in  Lynbrook,  Long  Island,  December  13,  1935.  His 
life  as  a  teacher  had  been  a  useful  one.  He  was  formerly  head 
master  of  Miss  Ellett's  School  for  Girls,  later  a  teacher  in  Dr. 
Chamberlayne's  School  in  Richmond,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  connected  with  the  John  Marshall  High  School.  He  was  a 
grandson  of  Hon.  William  Cabell  Flournoy,  1830,  the  distinquished 
lawyer;  son  of  Littleton  Fitzgerald,  1874;  and  brother  of  Cabell  F. 
Fitzgerald,  '02,  and  Marion  Fitzgerald,  '14. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Campbell  Paulett— widow  of  "The  Old  Reb," 
S.  W.  Paulett,  and  mother  of  Archie  Campbell  Paulett,  '22 — died 
in  Farmville,  Virginia,  January  6,  1936.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  A.  A.  Campbell,  of  Nottoway,  Virginia,  where  she  was 
born  January  1,  1857. 

Edmund  Shelhorse,  '12,  a  World  War  veteran,  died  in  the  Oteen 
Government  Hospital,  North  Carolina,  after  many  years  of  failing 
health,  on  October  25,  1935.  He  was  buried  at  his  old  home  in 
Chatham,  Virginia. 

Samuel  Brown  Dabnev,  a  distinquished  member  of  the  Class  of 
1880,  died  in  Selma,  Alabama,  October  17,  1935.  He  and  Mrs. 
Dabnev  had  gone  from  their  home  in  Houston,  Texas,  to  visit 
friends  in  Alabama.  Soon  afterwards,  both  were  taken  ill.  Mrs. 
Dabney  was  operated  on  for  appendicitis  successfully,  but  his 
anxiety  and  nerve-strain  caused  her  husband  a  heart-attack  from 
which  he  never  rallied.  This  good  and  able  man  was  the  son  of 
Rev.  Robert  L.  Dabney,  D.  D.,  chief  of  staff  of  Gen.  T.  J.  Jackson, 
professor  of  Theology  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  when  it  was 
located  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  professor  of  Philosophy  in  the 
University  of  Texas.  Three  sons  of  Dr.  Dabney  grew  to  maturity 
and  became  famous  in  their  respective  vocations.  Dr.  Charles 
William  Dabney,  '73,  scientist  and  university  president,  the  eldest 
of  the  three,  is  well  known  to  Hampden-Sydney  alumni;  Lewis  M. 
Dabney,  '83,  the  youngest,  died  in  1923  the  leader  of  the  Bar  of 
Dallas,  Texas.  Samuel,  the  man  of  whom  we  write,  was  a  graduate 
of  this  College,  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  took  his  law  course 
at  the  University  of  Texas.  He  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Victoria,  Texas;  moved  to  Houston  in  1905;  became 
Chief  Counsel  for  the  International-Great  Northern  Railroad, 
standing  in  the  fore  front  of  Texas  lawyers  because  of  his  ability 
and  character.  An  editorial  in  the  Houston  Chronicle,  of  November 
19,  1935,  says  of  him  in  part:  "The  death  of  S.  B.  Dabney  in  Ala- 
bama took  from  us  one  of  the  ablest  figures  of  the  Houston  bar. 
He  had  a  long  record  of  achievement  and  acquaintance  with  the 
southwest.  He  gained  an  outstanding  place  among  the  attorneys 
of  Texas,  of  whom  there  have  been  many  exceedingly  able  ones, 
by  sheer  ability  and  high  ideals.  He  was  a  credit  to  his  profession, 
his  state,  his  family."  His  widow,  two  sons,  and  a  daughter  survive 
him. 

At  College  here,  our  friend  was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  Fraternity,  received  the  orator's  medal  in  the  Philanthropic 
Society,  and  stood  high  in  his  class.  The  few  survivors  of  that  class 
will  miss  their  friend  who  was  the  soul  of  honor  and  "stood  four- 
square to  even-  wind  that  blew." 

It  seems  hard  to  realize  that  Mr.  Tazewell  Morton  Carrington 
is  dead.  He  had  so  long  been  a  part  of  the  civic  and  religious  life 
of  Richmond,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  think  of  the  city  without 
him.  Son  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Carrington  and  Mrs.  Betty  Morton  Carring- 
ton, he  was  born  in  Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia,  February  21, 
1857;  but  most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Richmond  with  the  growth  of 
which  he  was  closely  identified,  and  the  interests  of  the  city  were 
always  on  his  mind  and  heart.  He  was  a  friend,  too,  of  Hampden- 
Svdnev  and  sent  three  sons  to  be  students  of  the  College:  Richard 
W.,  '07,  who  died  January  25,  1933;  Tazewell  M.,  Jr.,  '11;  and  W. 
Tucker,  '15.    The  Richmond  News-Leader  has  carried  long  and  ap- 
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preciative  obituary  notices.  We  wish  all  our  alumni  could  read  these; 
for  they  reveal  the  inner  life  and  character  of  a  good  man  and  useful 
citizen  as  few  newspaper  sketches  do.  "He  lived  long,  honorably, 
and  unselfishly,  and  he  had  his  reward" — the  esteem  and  love  of  his 
fellowmen,  the  tears  of  friends,  and  the  everlasting  crown. 

Kearfott  Stone,  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  1935,  died  in  the 
Jefferson  Hospital  in  Roanoke,  October  18,  1935,  after  some  weeks 
of  suffering.  He  left  us  in  June  with  high  purposes  and  bright  hopes, 
expecting  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine  this  fall.  He  was  a 
young  fellow  of  fine  ability  and  high  character;  he  had  been  an  out- 
standing student  in  the  class  and  in  the  various  athletic  and  social 
activities  of  the  College.  His  passing  makes  us  wonder  at  the 
mysterious  ways  of  an  over-ruling  Providence  and  emphasizes  the 
uncertainty  of  human  life;  but  we  rejoice  that  we,  his  friends,  have 
the  blessed  assurance  that  with  him  all  is  well. 

Carl  Morton  Kernodle,  of  the  Class  of  '39,  died  at  his  home  near 
the  College,  November  16,  1935.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  Morton  Kernodle  of  this  place  and  was  a  promising  youth  who 
enjoyed  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Robert  Lee  Nance,  '27,  former  coach  at  Kentucky-  Military 
Institute  and  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Louisville  Medical 
School  in  the  Class  of  1933,  died  of  a  heart  attack  in  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, October  13,  1935.  He  was  a  brother  of  Wilbur  A.  Nance, 
'26,  and  of  John  William  Nance,  '31. 


Mr.  Spotswood  likewise  report  that  a  Peyton  Randolph  [probably 
the  owner  of  the  large  estates  on  Bush  River — Eds.],  was  a  student 
here.  He  gives  as  his  authority  the  late  Dr.  Lyon  G.  Tyler,  quoting 
from  the  William  and  Man-  Quarterly,  Volume  7,  Page  196. 

Mr.  Spotswood  also  kindly  furnished  the  following  information 
about  William  Abner  Gresham,  listed  in  the  General  Catalogue  as 
of  the  Class  of  1859:  William  Aimer  Gresham,  son  of  Elijah  Gresham 
and  Maria  Goode,  was  born  in  1838  and  died  in  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  in  1912,  aged  74.  He  left  Hampden-Sydney  College  at 
the  out-break  of  the  Civil  War  to  join  the  Amelia  County  Cavalry 
under  Captain  Charles  Irving.  Young  Gresham  was  wounded  at 
the  battle  of  Harrison's  Landing  and  was  taken  prisoner  by  a  regi- 
ment commanded  by  a  kinsman,  Colonel  W.  A.  Gresham,  of  Indiana. 
He  was  imprisoned  at  Fort  Lookout  until  an  exchange  was  arranged 
when  he  returned  to  the  army  "and  was  among  those  who  gave  up 
the  fight  at  Appomattox,  worn  out  but  as  loyal  as  ever."  He  married 
Miss  Nannie  flaskins  Meador,  daughter  of  John  and  Page  Haskins 
Meador,  of  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia.  He  was  a  man  of 
splendid  mind,  indomitable  energy,  and  exalted  character — a  gen- 
tleman of  the  old  school. 

The  same  kind  contributor  reports  that  there  is  a  picture  and 
sketch  in  the  Confederate  Veteran,  Volume  13,  Page  513  (November, 
1905),  of  Edward  Moore  Henry,  1853.  He  entered  mercantile  life 
in  Baltimore  after  leaving  College,  later  lived  in  Stafford  County, 
Virginia,  where  he  owned  a  farm.  His  great-grandfather  was  Judge 
James  Henry,  of  Accomac  County,  Virginia,  a  native  of  Scotland. 
He  married  Miss  Indianna  V.  Kilby,  of  Suffolk,  Virginia.  He  died 
in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  in  1905. 


Some  Old  Alumni 


Mr.  Dandridge  Spotswood,  of  Petersburg,  Virginia,  has  furnished 
us  quite  a  full  sketch  of  Rev.  James  Madison  Allen  of  the  Class  of 
1837.  He  finds  that  Mr.  Allen  was  in  the  preparatory  department  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  then  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  at  Princeton 
in  the  autumn  of  1835,  was  a  member  of  the  Whig  Society  there, 
graduated  in  1838,  immediately  entered  the  Theological  Seminary 
and  graduated  in  1841,  but  returned  for  graduate  work  for  the 
session  1841-1842.  He  was  licensed  by  East  Hanover  Presbytery, 
June  5,  1841,  and  was  ordained  by  the  same  Presbytery  November 
20,  1842. 

Mr.  Allen  was  born  at  Amelia  Court  House,  Virginia,  November 
13,  1814,  the  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Davis)  Allen.  He  died 
at  the  home  of  his  brother,  Mr.  E.  H.  Allen,  in  Amelia,  October  11, 
1854,  and  was  buried  in  Old  Blandford  Cemetery,  Petersburg, 
Virginia.

Football 


IN  the  October  issue  of  The  Record  we  carried  our 
football  season  through  the  close  game  with  American 
University  of  Washington,  D.  C.  This  contest  was  staged 
in  Death  Valley  and  the  Tigers  were  fortunate  to  eke  out 
a  14  to  12  victory  over  a  very  strong  team.  Following 
this  victory,  the  Garnet  and  Gray  ran  into  trouble  on 
October  19th  with  Catawba  College  in  Salisbury,  North 
Carolina.  We  do  not  mean  to  detract  from  the  fine  playing 
of  the  Lutherans  in  saying  that  they  were  facing  an 
opponent  that  was  forced  to  rely  on  a  second-string  back- 
field.  Injuries  found  us  in  poor  condition  for  this  game 
which  the  Carolinians  tucked  away  for  their  homecoming 
crowd  26  to  6.  The  following  Saturday  Bridgewater  held 
her  homecoming  with  the  Tigers  as  guest  team.  The 
valley  boys  fought  hard  but  they  were  too  light  for  the 
visitors  who  returned  to  Prince  Edward  with  a  24  to  0 
victory.  Playing  their  third  homecoming  event,  the 
Tigers  took  St.  Johns  at  Annapolis  on  November  2d,  by 
the  count  of  27  to  14.  The  Tigers'  running  and  passing 
attack  was  at  its  best  in  this  game.  This  victory  put  the 
Tigers  on  edge  for  their  annual  battle  with  Richmond. 
This  was  held  November  9th  and  the  Spiders  won  15  to  7. 
Captain  Formwalt  and  his  mates  almost  scored  a  victory 
in  this  stoutly  contested  game.  An  injury  to  Bill  Price, 
one  of  the  best  guards  ever  to  wear  a  Garnet  and  Grey 
uniform,  left  a  gap  in  the  line  for  the  second  half  that 
could  not  be  repaired.  The  Tigers'  score  came  as  the 
result  of  a  great  60-yard  run  by  Birch  Douglass.  He  was 
aided  by  the  beautiful  blocking  of  "Limpy"  White,  Jack 


Pedigo,  and  others.  Returning  to  their  own  lair  the  Tigers 
looked  forward  to  their  own  homecoming  on  November 
16th  with  the  determination  to  give  the  alumni  a  victory. 
This  they  did,  defeating  a  fine,  hard-fighting  team  from 
Swarthmore  College,  Pennsylvania,  by  the  score  of  13 
to  0.  The  game  was  played  in  rain  and  mud,  but  both 
teams  ignored  the  weather  and  displayed  plenty  of  power 
and  skill.  Among  the  thousand  onlookers  were  many 
friends  from  Ashland,  including  the  coaching  staff  and 
team  members  of  the  Randolph-Macon  Yellow  Jackets 
with  whom  the  Tigers  tangled  the  next  Saturday.  This, 
too,  was  a  "homecomer, "  making  the  fifth  the  Tigers 
participated  in  during  the  season.  The  day  was  wet  and 
cold  and  both  teams  suffered  from  numb  fingers.  It  was 
an  evenly  matched  affair  with  the  "breaks"  deciding. 
The  Jackets  took  better  advantage  of  these  and  carried 
off  the  victory  by  the  score  of  14  to  6.  Observers  gave  the 
Tigers  credit  for  being  more  powerful  and  the  Jackets  more 
alert.  This  annual  contest  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the 
outstanding  athletic  events  on  the  State's  sports  calendar. 
For  the  past  few  years  every  game  has  been  close.  The 
Jackets  have  been  having  the  better  of  it  from  the  stand- 
point of  victories,  but  the  Tigers  are  determined  to  stay 
ahead  over  the  all-time  route.  Each  team  closes  its  season 
with  this  game. 

As  the  season  is  reviewed,  we  find  that  the  Tigers 
broke  even — winning  five  of  their  scheduled  ten.  The 
brightest  spot,  of  course,  was  the  13  to  7  victory  over  the 
University  of  Virginia.  This  followed  the  bad  defeat  by 
V.  M.  I.  (26  to  0),  and  the  Virginia  victory  had  an  ante- 
climax  in  the  loss  to  Langley  6  to  2.  The  smashing  victory 
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over  St.  Johns  and  the  great  games  with  Richmond  and 
Randolph-Macon  will  always  be  remembered.  It  was 
most  gratifying  to  all  concerned  to  have  a  decisive  win  at 
Homecoming.  Another  gratifying  item  in  connection 
with  the  season  was  the  selection  of  two  of  our  players  for 
national  recognition.  The  All- American  Board  of  Foot- 
ball issued  only  three  cards  of  merit  to  players  in  Virginia. 
Harold  ("Limpy")  White,  of  Chase  City,  Virginia,  the 
Tigers'  great  blocker  and  ball-carrier,  received  one.  Then 
Liberty  placed  the  name  of  Captain  Bill  Formwalt  on  its 
list  of  the  country's  outstanding  ends.  Coach  Bernier 
ranks  this  senior  as  among  the  greatest  he  has  ever  seen 
at  this  position.  The  Tiger  Captain  is  a  great  player  and 
an  inspiring  leader.  He  and  Bill  Price  will  be  greatly 
missed  next  year.  This  missing,  too,  includes  the  Ogden 
twins,  tackles.  These  boys  turned  in  their  best  play  this 
fall  and  the  opposition  declared  that  it  was  "plenty  good." 
We  must  say  good-bye  to  Lewis  White,  our  good  right  end; 
to  Birch  ("Lefty")  Douglass,  stellar  halfback;  to  faithful 
and  effective  Bernard  ("Dopey")  Dotson,  and  to  Bill 
Becker,  end,  who  displayed  the  true  Tiger  spirit  all 
through  the  season.  Frank  Baldwin  proved  himself  a  very 
efficient  manager.  The  closing  chapter  took  the  form  of  a 
delightful  banquet  on  December  6th,  given  by  the  Busi- 
ness Men's  Club  of  Farmville  at  the  Weyanoke  Hotel. 
On  this  occasion  the  Club  presented  a  silver  football  to 
the  team  on  which  were  to  be  engraved  the  names  of  the 
senior  members  of  the  squad.  At  the  banquet,  Ward 
("Keeno")  Harshbarger,  of  St.  Albans,  West  Virginia, 
was  elected  to  lead  the  Tigers  next  fall.
